Political Poaching. 



The appointment of a Victorian to 
superintend an important public work 
at Now Westminster is the first i.i- 
Btance of political poaching developed 
in British Columbia. According to a 
well understood principle in political 
ethics, clerks of the works aro almost 
invariably selected from among 
residents of the district in which the 
work is to bo done; and politicians 
raroly press the claims of friends from 
other districts. The only exception 
to the rule is where no local man can 
bo found sufficiently acquainted with 
the character of the work in hand to 
be enabled to superintend it intelli- 
gently. When the Canadian Govern- 
ment wanted a superintendent for the 
Penitentiary constructiwu, it did not 
como to Victoria, although urged to 
do so by the Local Government; nor 
when it wanted a clerk of the works 
for the Custom bouse and Post-office 
did it supply the want from New 
Westminster or Nanaiuno. In b >th in- 
stances competent local men with local 
iutereats were selected, in preference 
to mia Lviug outside. In the pros- 
ecution of the alterations at the Pub- 
lic Buildings at Victoria, and in mak 
ing the Wt-stmiustei -Yale road theLo- 
cal Government very properly appoint 
ed local men as superintendents. The 
new schoolhouse and all other impor- 
tant public works on the Island will 
be supervised by local men. Why, 
then, is the principle departed from 
in the case of the Lunatic Asylum ? 
We are given to understand that the 
supply of good and competent men is 
by no means exhausted in New West- 
minster district; — that there are at least 
a dozen who are more competent to fill 
the billet than the appointee from Vic- 
toria. Under these circumstances the 
appointment of Mr. Smith must bo re- 
garded in the light of an insult to the 
Ljwer Frascr. It is none the less an 
affront to the sitting members— Mr. 
Armstrong and Mr. Hughes— who are 
strong supporters of the present Gov- 
ernment, of which the nrst-named 
gentlemen is the Minister of Finance 
(and Agriculture !) We recollect read- 
ing in a Victoria journal (uot The Col- 
onut.) about the time the Relaxed 
Terms wore made public a sort of ju- 
bilee editorial over tho wonderful suc- 
C3S8 of Mr. Walkem at London, whicU 
informed tho Island public that he 
hi.d succeeded in "punishing the 
Mainland" by depriving them of rail- 
way work for five years. Since his 
return Mr. Walkem has severed the 
last link that bound him to tho Main- 
land by recording his vote at Victoria, 
aid if our neighbor's hysterical utter- 
ances aro to bo taken as Gospel, it is 
painfully evident that the appointment 
of Mr. Smith is in accordance with tho 
general policy of" punishing the Main- 
land" as sketched by tho Victoria pa- 
per of which he is tho coutroling 
spirit. We understand (and we give 
the gentleman the benefit of the un- 
derstanding) that Mr. Armstrong pre- 
sented the name of a political support- 
er—a singularly competent and worthy- 
man — to the Executive, and that the 
name was rejected and Mr. Smith se- 
lected. Of course, the member must 
fool very indignant at his friend being 
passed over; but bis indignation does 
not seem to rise to the height of quar 
reling with his bread-and-butter. 
Men — aye, Ministers, — have been 
known to t!. uw up portfolios and

If they had been honest in thoir ex- 
pressions outside of the "charmed 
circle" thoy would have cast office and 
e nolumonts bohind them and stood 
forth liko mon who wcro prepared to 
rnako any and overy sacrifice for the 
Hako of prinoiple and honor. The 
Bill bocamo law, and there wero no 
resignations. There will bo tho samo 
whisper of dissatisfaction in the Cab- 
inet with rospoot to political poaching. 



But it will result in nothing. Thoro 
will bo no resignations of portfolios 
until tho popular verdict shall have 
been rendered in favor of Reform a 
couple of months hence. 

Canadian Railways. 

Tho London Economist gives, in friend- 
ly spirit, a piece of advieu to Canada 
which, however well meant, can only be 
tendered in ignorance of the state of pub- 
lic opinion on the subject to which it 
refers. Tho recommendation is made 
that, taking advantage of tho depreciated 
valuo of investments in tho leading Cana- 
dian railways, the Government of Canada 
should purchase tho lines, "contenting 
present shareholders with a good bonus 
on tlio actual market prices." Great Bri- 
tain, it is suggested, lost a lino opportu- 
nity, when in 1807 railway property in 
tho" Urited Kingdom was greatly depre- 
ciated, and now the increased prosperity 
of tho railways puts any reasonable bar- 
gain out of tho question. Tho suggestion 
is offered under the impression that "an 
agent of tho Canadian Government is in 
England on a financial mission with re- 
ference to tho Pacific Railway." Our 
London contemporary is in error on this 
point. 'Tho visit of Sir. Foster is, no 
doubt, referred to, but that gentleman, 
us everybody knows, is in England only 
in his private capacity to raise th/ enpi- 
taWor the section of tho Pacific road lie 
has contracted to build under a liberal 
subsidy from the Government, and tho 
latter have nothing to Jo with his ar- 
rangements, except to seo that his con- 
tract is properly carried out. Tho Toron- 
to Globe says tho assumption of tho 
Canadian railways by the Government 
would And no favor in this country. The 
feeling is very strong amongst Canadians 
that tho loss Government interference we 
have the better, and tho tendency of our 
legislative and local institutions is to 
circuiu-cribe, not to extend, the scope 
of Governmental intervention. To give 
to any administration tho vast amount of 
patronage proceeding from the possession 
of the railways, would be to impose on 
then powers as onerous as they would be 
corrupting in their tendency. Nor do we 
believe that, in an economical sense, the 
Statu would operate railways as success- 
fully private companies. Wo doubt if 
it was ever seriously contemplated in 
Great Britain that the Government should 
purchase the railways, and certainly tho 
present policy of Canada tends in quite 
tho contrary direction.

Prof. McGoun on Victoria 
and British Columbia- 



Prof. MoCoun, tho botanist, who pass- 
ed through this city a fow weeks ago in 
company with Prof. Selwyn, writes as 
followo to the London (Canada) Advertis- 
er: — 

Port Yalb, B. O, May 17, 1S75. 

After two weeks knocking around Vic- 
toria I can give a few items regarding tho 
country, its natural productions, its agri- 
culture, and its people. 

Sailing up the Sinits of St. Juan do 
Fuca, Vancouver Island seems to be a 
land of rugged mountains, separated by 
narrow valleys, and totally unlit for agri- 
cultural purposes. Rooky headland after 
headland rises into view, covered with 
the Douglas pine, but a nearer approach 
reveals many grassy spots, with hero and 
thoro tho white house of tho Bettler, or 
the hut of the fisherman; but nothing is 
to bo seen to remind one of tho laud ho 
has loft. In the vicinity of Victoria, and 
for a considerable distance iuJaud, the 
country is composed of rocky hills and 
ledges "interspersed with valleys* and little 
spots of ground of from one to twenty 
acres in extent. Fow of these are culti- 
vated, and those that are are very poorly 
managed. The rocky steeps and sandy 
soils arc generally covered with pino, 
■while a species of oak, of good size, but 
of poor quality, covers the remainder, 
oxcopt tho low grounds and swampy 
spots which are covered with willows, 
elders or poplars. Ouo wood — tho sorrel 
— seems to be the pest both of Vancouver 
and Oregon. Wherever you go it meets 
your eye — on the mountains, iu tho val- 
ley, in the tit-Ids and gardens, it is alike 
every where. This and a buttercup are 
the only weedr. The millions, tho Cana- 
da thistle and tho sheep bur are unknown. 

Iu the neighborhood of Victoria and 
within the city limits are many tastefully 
laid ont grounds and picturesque houses, 
with numerous gables and bay windows, 
surrounded by flower gardens, tillod with 
old English flowers, primroses, cowslips, 
violets and all the flowers which delight- 
ed our youth. Orchards are numerous, 
but strange to say they are planted in tho 
wettest ground, and. as ft consequence, 
numbers of apple trees are showing signs 
of premature decay. Where the ground 
was comparatively dry the grass had 
grown a foot or more by tho 8th of May, 
but where it was wet, scarcely four inches. 

Tho subject of farming is one in which 
the people of Ontario aro very much in- 
terested, but one about which the Vic- 
toria people know very little and care 
less. In as short a space as possible I 
shall give you ami your 1 readers a fow 
facts regarding the climate and agricul- 
ture of this island, as far as it has come 
under my own observations. Residents 
say that tho winter aud spring aro exact- 
ly like that oi England, but that the sum- 
mer is dry, scarcely ft shower of ram 
falling from now till October. That the 
winter is mild aud wot is certain, but 
although this is tho ease there seems to 
be nothing done eithor in tho fall or win- 
ter. More than two-thirds of the land 
was lying uuploughed on the first of May 
and had remained water-soaked — bytheic 
own account — since tho first of Novem- 
ber. Yet this land was being ploughed 
up and sowed almost tho same day. When 
I spoke of having it ploughed before 
winter and allowing tho water to run olT, 
and getting their crops in early, I al- 
ways receive the same answer. "Yes, 
we know that, but somehow wo do 
not get at it." Much of the land 
in cultivation was originally covered 
with willows, and yet men with this fact 
staring thorn in tho faco persist in saying 
that drains, except in tho very lowest 
parts, aro unnecessary. Most of thoir 
orchards are on these low grounds, but 
not a solitary tree has been put amongst 
tho rocks where they ought to grow, and 
where oakH are sfunding three feet in dia- 
meter. Dr. Tolmio was tho on ly gentle- 
man with whom 1 conversed who seemod 
to bo alive to tho necessities of a reform 
in this nude of farming. He intends to 
try tho culture of fruits among tho rooks, 
and ho must certainly succeed. Were 
grapes cultivated among the rocks and 
apple and pear orohardd on spots where 
ploughing could not be done to advan- 
tage, and the arable land left for the 
plough, and that douo at ft proper season, 
in a proper manner, the neighborhood of 
Victoria would bo another paradise in 
spring and summer. The soil is general- 
ly black or brown loam, but it is some- 
times sandy , or oven a clay loam. Nono 
of it that came under my observation was 
bad, bM most of it was too wot for sue- 
censful farming without, nt least, surface 
drains to carry off' tho water in spring. I 
saw probably twonty acres of fall wheat 
which looked protty well— in fact, fully 
as well as the average in Ontario. A few 
meadows whie.hwero high and dry lookod 
first-rate; many others woro half sorrel, 
and cold and boggy. Nearly all tho land 
around Victoria is hold by a fow indivi 
duals, and as a consequence much good 
land is unproductive; but this 6tato of 
things will bo remedied when men pay a 
tax for the hind they hold. About ono- 
third of the land could be cultivated, but 
most placo it at ono-fifth. I know no- 
thing of tho interior, but havo boon told 
that whenever thoro is land it if good. 



I como to a matter that has caused mo 
much Biirpriso, aud which I would not 
havo boliovcd had I not seen it with my 
own oyes. We in tho east have to winter 
our stock six months in tho year, while 
hero it is almost like Eugland and stock 
need littlo care. Roots of all descriptions 
can bo raised in abundance aud cau stay 
iu tho ground until required for stock, 
and, naturally, ono would expect to seo 
numbers of cattle and sheep. Yet it is an 
incontrovertible fact that beef was twen- 
ty-five cents per pound last year, when 
sorno enterprising Americans brought 
beef cattlo all tho way from Texas, nod 
now it has fallen to half that price. To- 
day, in Yale, I ftto mutton imported from 
Oregon by way of Victoria. Day after 
day I havo seen every possiblo thing im- 
ported into Victoria from Pugot Sound— 
horsos, horse food, hay, oats, barley, 
chickens, chiokou feed, potatoes, onions, 
flour, aud, in fact, everything which ought 
to bo raised by tho farmers themselves — 
and yet Victoria has only a population of 
about 5,000 all told. I have stated tho 
facts; comment is useless. 

Chinamen do all, or nearly all, tho 
markot gardening douo at Victoiia. I 
am told as a fact, aud I beliovo it, that 
Chinamou oven sell vegetables to the 
farmers. Fruits and flowers aro culti- 
vated iu nearly ovory garden, but vege- 
table gardens are a rarity. Chinamen 
can sell them cheaper than they can be 
raised by themselves. Industry, oxce.it 
in a Chinaman, is lookod upon with con- 
tempt, and tho man whoso hands are har- 
dened with labor is looked upou as defi- 
cient in ono of tho requisition of .a gen- 
tleman. Tho chief occupation of polite 
society in Victoria is railing at tho Gov- 
ernment — ono section at Walkom: tho 
other which is by far larger, at Macken- 
zie. As far as I could judge, tho coun- 
try was not so much in their mind as 
pocket. The men who had the most to 
ssy were evidently tho idlo class — mis- 
named the hotter class— men who believ- 
ed tho world (Mackejziot owed them a 
living, and who were dotermiucd to have 
it. 

Settlers.— While on tho H. B. Co.'t. 
wharf yesterday morning a couple of wa- 
gons woro pointed ont to us, and on in- 
quiry we found that the persons owning 
them had come over with wagons aud 
horses by tho Favorite on Thursday night. 
The party, consisting of a man, his mo- 
ther, sister and brother in law, started on 
tho 3d of Juno last from a point about SO 
milos from Reno, in Nevada, and have 
como the whole distance to Puget Sound 
in their wagons, iu which they spent tho 
night after their arrival on the Hudson 
Bay Co. 's wharf. Tho uow arrivals hail 
origiually from Canada, and, if tho Seat- 
tle Tribune kuows anything about the 
matter, people who come in this old- 
fashioned way are moro likely to make 
good settlers than those who come by 
rail; at least that is tho doctrine they 
preached in their issuo of 12th iust. The 
wagoners propose to give their horses a 
fow days rest while they look round and 
see what the country is like. What a pity 
the. Government does not step forward 
and welcome these immigrants ana point 
out desirable tracts of laud that may bo 
had for tho "taking up." 

JJMr. Mackenzie in London. — Tho Ca- 
nadian News of tho 17th June says: "Tho 
Premier of Canada, the Hon. Alexander 
Mackenzie, has been in town during tho 
past week, enjoying himself by attend- 
ing to the business of tho Dominion, 
which is a way of seeking recreation aud 
rest peculiur to men who havo a capacity 
for work. It may not be generally known 
that this gentleman, who occupies the 
lirst place in tho councils of tho Crown 
in Canada, won it by his character. Since 
his accession to office he has infused new 
life into every public department, aud 
has laid the foundation for tho greatest 
undertakings, which will not fail to sus- 
tain the Dominion as the first of Her 
Majesty's possessions, India only except- 
ed. Among the decorated and titled 
guests of Her Majesty at tho State Ball 
last night there was not one who has done 
better, harder, or more enduring work 
for tho Queen's Empire than Mr. Alexan- 
der Mackenzie." 

I. O. O. F. Excursion. — The* steamer 
Maude's whistle blow merrily yesterday 
asthehourof 7 a. m. approached, and 
something like 1G0 persons assembled on 
board for the Odd Fellows trio to New 
Westminster and Nanairao. Amongst tho 
excursionists we noticed Messrs. J. Soli 1 , 
A. Bunster, M. P., His Worship the May- 
or, C. Hayward. C. Gowen, E.B. Marvin, 
T. Styles, and other well-known persons 
too numerous to mention. At 7:30 tho 
lines were cast olY. the band struck up "A 
Life on tho Ocoan Wave," and the steam- 
er started . 

Reformation. — The Government or- 
gansare afflicted with the Reform ' 'scare ." 
They don't want the Government reform- 
ed. Any change that will interfere witii 
the blundering and plundering policy of 
the Ministry is, of course, repugnant' to 
their feelings. The People of the Pro 
vinco scorn to have decided to take affairs 
into their own hands and put men of 
their own into tho next House, rending 
the change, which appears to have been 
resolved on, the organ-, might pans their 
time profitably in Reforming their man 
ncrs and their grammar. Both stand m 
neod of it. 



The Great Failure at Man- 

eliostcr. 

Referring to tho stoppugo of Messrs. 
Collio & Co., who havo failed with lia- 
bilities amounting to 815,000.000, tho 
Manchester Guardian says:— "This sus- 
pension— the greatest which has occurred 
In Maneb. ester for many years— will re- 
sult, there is too much reason to beliovo, 
very disastrously in Mauchester and the 
neighborhood amongst tho numerous 
trade connections of tho firm. For some 
months past rumors have boon current 
from time to time on 'Chftngo that a great 
Iqdia houso was iu difficulties, but they 
did not appear to havo any substantial 
foundation, and the credit of the firm of 
Collio it Co. remained so late as Tuesday 
apparantly unshaken. , It is a remarkable 
fact that tho suspension was altogether 
unexpected and unknown to tho heads of 
the departments in tho great warehouse 
iu Aytoun street; aud business was eon- 
ducted there on Tuesday exactly ns 
though no disaster was impending. Great 
quantities of goods were rocoivod in the 
usual manner, and other largo orders 
stood lor delivery yesterday morning. 
Nolhiug, in a word, was known in Aytoun 
street of any intention of the firm to sus- 
pend after business hours on Tuesday 
evening. The partners in tho firm of 
Alexander Collio k Co., nro tho brothers 
Alexander and William Uollie and Mr. 
Every. Mr. A. Collie, who resides in 
Kensington Gardans, London, has for 
several years managed tho London busi- 
ness, aud has been very ?are)y seen in tho 
Manchester warehouse, which has been 
managed by Mr. Win. Collie, oi Irwell 
hall, Preslwieh. Tho firm was establish- 
ed many years ago in Dickinson street, 
and it is said that the partners were very 
successful iu certain blookade running 
operations during the American War of 
Secession. Their transactions, which 
were for some years confined to tlio India 
and China markets, gradually extended 
to other countries, anil they have lately 
been doing an extensive trade with tho 
Central mid South American markets. 
About eight years ago the linn orected the 
great warehouse on Aytoun streot, where 
they have since conducted a business 
which ranked iu exteut with the foremost 
in Manchester.
